WHITE HOUSE 
SHOWDOWNS 

NEW BOOK PAINTS UNFLATTERING PICTURE 
OF EMANUEL’S INTERACTIONS WITH THE OBAMAS

A new book paints Mayor Emanuel as an often divisive 
White House chief of staff who pushed pragmatism over 
rigid policy ideals and sought to avoid first lady Michelle 
Obama. 

Washington politics tends to require meticulous plan- 
ning, but Emanuel appeared to be winging it— focusing on 
day-to-day concerns at the expense of the long-term, ac- 
cording to a new book by New York Times reporter Jodi 
Kantor. 

There was no set agenda during Emanuel’s 7:30 a.m. 
meetings for top staffers, according to Kantor, who wrote 
that, “it often seemed driven by what was in the newspaper 
that morning.” 

“Even Emanuel’s allies admitted his style was scattered: 
‘schizophrenia’ as one said. His philosophy was to put a 
‘point on the board’ meaning some small advance or victory, 
each day, to eventually win the match,” Kantor writes. 

The book’s portrayal of Emanuel stands in contrast to the 
controlled and calibrated image he has tried to project in his 
opening months as mayor. 

One of President Obama’s first major decisions was tap- 
ping Emanuel as chief of staff. Unlike his boss, Emanuel was 
combative, unafraid to push or even insult, Kantor writes. 


Emanuel, however, had learned lessons during his time 
in President Bill Clinton’s White House: ‘Avoid symbolic 
issues and ideological battles.” Hillary Clinton also taught 
him another one: “Stay out of the first lady’s way” 

Emanuel did not always appear to heed that when it came 
to Michelle Obama. There were occasions when he’d make 
a commitment on the first lady’s behalf without consulting 
her first. 

The first lady also had her doubts about Emanuel. The 
two were philosophical and temperamental contrasts who 
had almost no bond, Kantor writes, and their relationship 
was “distant and awkward from the beginning.” 

Asked Monday about the book’s accounts, Emanuel said: 
“I have a very good relationship with the president and the 
first lady” 

Emanuel recounted that he and his wife, Amy Rule, at- 
tended a private party at the White House residence a few 
weeks ago. And in October, during a visit to Chicago, Mi- 
chelle Obama helped promote Emanuel’s effort to reduce 
“food deserts,” areas lacking access to fresh produce and 
grocery stores. 

“I talked to the president on Saturday” Emanuel said at 
an unrelated news conference. “Eve been very honored to 
work with the president and the first lady as chief of staff.”

The Chicago edition drew 300 pantsless 
riders, compared with thousands of riders 
in Newlfark, the birthplace of the event 
that began as an improv group prank, said 
event organizer Bradley Wray 27, of Mount 
Prospect. 

The CTA does not have any rule against 
the No Pants Subway Ride, but riders had to 
have their genitals and buttocks covered. 

Still, some participants did get in a pickle, 
though the CTA said it was not because of 
their attire. 

A CTA spokeswoman said a group of 
participants at the Roosevelt stop were 
asked to leave because they were blocking 
entrances and exits to the mezzanine level, 
which “posed a potential safety issue for CTA 
passengers.” 

Otherwise, it was a good day to go pants- 
less. The temperature was about 39 degrees 
lor the two-plus hours participants rode 
the train and posed at stops sans pants.

Vega, of Lincoln Square, participated in 
last year's event and said the wind chill was 
rough then. The toughest thing about prep- 
ping for this year's event, he said, was trying 
to figure out which underwear to wear. 

“I had a pair of Captain America briefs— 
really funny but really brief” said Vega, 21. 

Instead, Vega donned a pair of maroon 
cotton Dockers boxers to match his green 
T-shirt and black jacket. 

I Ie persuaded a few of his Lane 'lech I Iigh 
School buddies to take their pants off as well. 
Tetlak, of Logan Square, said it didn't take 
much to talk him into it. 

“It’s amazing out,” said'letlak, 21, who 
wore black boxer-briefs and a hoodie. “What 
better way to spend the day than without 
pants?” 

Going Public caught up with the pair 
preening at the Bryn Mawr stop before board- 
ing the Red Line train to the Roosevelt stop. 

Pantsless riders were encouraged to ride 
the train to an assigned stop, get off and pose 
like it’s no big deal to be wearing only under- 
wear on the CTA. 

Vega wasn’t concerned about his under- 
wear, but rather another set of clothing. 

“The only problem was I forgot to double 
layer on socks,” Vega said. “I can't feel my 
toes.”

It wasn’t what the Lady Gagas and the Jimmy Fallons of the Twitter 
world see when they tweet, but it was a response nonetheless. 

“Just saw @FiorettiChicago with a can of spray paint covering graffiti 
on Halsted. He said it was faster if he did it himself. Awesome.” 

So tweeted one resident about Robert Fioretti, alderman of the 2nd 
Ward, when he saw the Chicago politician taking a neighborhood 
problem into his own hands one night in October. The feedback— like 
everything on the site— was swift. 


“I received lots of responses from that,” 
said Fioretti, a Twitter user who, like the other 
49 aldermen in Chicago, is responsible for 
looking after the interests of his neighborhood 
and voting on ordinances and other matters 
pertaining to the City Council. “It just shows 
the depth and breadth and expanse of using 
those accounts.” 

With more than ioo million users and grow- 
ing, it’s no secret that people from all walks of 
life are flocking to Twitter for this, that and the 
other. But the Chicago City Council? 

You betcha. 


In addition to Mayor Emanuel’s @rahm 
emanuel handle, aldermen in 29 of the city’s 50 
wards have Twitter accounts, according to a Red- 
Eye review, although each varies in how frequent- 
ly he or she posts. A team of researchers at the Il- 
linois Institute ofTechnology is even studying the 
habits of Chicago’s political bigwigs. 

“They don’t get it,” Aid. Joe Moreno (1st) said 
of his colleagues who don’t use the microblog- 
ging service.

Going down the line, 
Aids. Daniel Solis (25th), Jason Ervin (28th) 
and Ameya Pawar (47th) are the next most 
likely aldermen to be talked to or about on 
Twitter.

Walgreens? 

Yes, Walgreens. 

Seeking to shake free from the sterile, big- 
box mold of being a national drugstore chain, 
Deerfield-based Walgreen Co. hopes to turn 
heads and lure shoppers with a variety of un- 
expected offerings Tuesday when it opens its 
27,350 -square- foot flagship store at State and 
Randolph streets. 

The sushi bar, 700-bottle wine selection 
and miniature spa arc likely to first catch 
shoppers’ eyes. But the two-level, glass-en- 
cased store’s revamped pharmacy and health 
clinic are what company officials hope keep 
customers coming back. 

'I Be updated layout— which creates a space 
on the sales floor where the pharmacist can 
interact directly with customers— is part of 
the company’s strategy to expand its health 
care services beyond pharmacy, in part to 
capitalize on national health care reform leg- 
islation, which requires nearly all Americans 
to carry health insurance by 2014. 

By expanding its health care services and 
improving customers’ direct access to provid- 
ers, Walgreens is investing in the premise that 
quick, convenient and inexpensive access to 
health care will drive customer traffic and sales. 

Walgreens is not alone in its strategy to en- 
hance its so-called “community pharmacist” 
health care connection, said Carol Levenson, 


director of research for GimmeCredit LLC. 
Most major drugstore chains are pushing spe- 
cialized services to increase customer traffic, 
especially as more patients get their drugs via 
mail order, she said. 

Walgreens’ move to put its pharmacists 
in front of customers “is probably a shrewd 


move to personalize and differentiate” their 
services, Levenson said. But it’s “not a market 
moving innovation, in my view,” she said. 

Kermit Crawford, Walgreens’ president of 
pharmacy, health and wellness sendees, said 
the company’s move deeper into the health- 
care system is the best and most forward- 


looking way for Walgreens to take advantage 
of its nationwide reach. 

“The pill is no longer the product,” Craw- 
ford said. “Our product now is customer 
sendee and relationships with our customers 
that result in better health outcomes for pa- 
tients and payers.”

D WASHINGTON Presi- 
dent Obama said 
Monday that his budget 
chief, Jack Lew, would take 
over as White House chief 
of staff, replacing former 
businessman Bill Daley, 
who is stepping down after 
a troubled one-year tenure. 
Though popular with staff, Daley alienated parts 
of Obama’s liberal-leaning base, particularly Demo- 
crats in Congress, who bristled at presidential criti- 
cism that grouped them together with the Republi- 
can opposition. 

Lew, who served as budget director under Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton and was a deputy to Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton, has strong relationships with 
lawmakers. He was instrumental in negotiating a 
deal with Republicans last summer to raise the U.S. 
debt ceiling and avert a first-ever default. 

Obama told reporters at the White House that 
Daley had approached him about resigning last 
week. Obama said he first rejected the offer, asking 
Daley to think it over. 

Daley decided it was time to return to his native 
Chicago, where Obama’s first chief of staff, Rahm 
Emanuel, now is the mayor. 

“There is no question Pm going to miss having 
Bill at my side at the White House,” Obama said. “I 
plan to continue to seek Bill’s counsel in the months 
and years to come.” 

Daley handed over day-to-day White House man- 
agement duties in November to another Obama 
aide, setting the stage for his resignation two months 
later. He was in the job for roughly a year.

New White Flouse chief of staff Jack Lew’s man- 
agement skills and calm demeanor are prized 
within President Obama’s administration. A senior 
Democratic congressional aide said Lew works well 
with Democrats in Congress, many of whom felt Bill 
Daley seemed more interested in cutting deals with 
Republicans than protecting their concerns.

Tara Lawton says she quit going to her health 
club in part because she sensed she didn’t fit 
in. People always seemed to be staring at— 
and silently judging— her 280-pound body 

Then Lawton stumbled on the Facebook 
page for Downsize Fitness, a discreet new 
gym in the West Loop that’s designed exclu- 
sively for people who want to lose at least 50 
pounds. Svelte men and women aren’t even 
welcome as members; those who do change 
their lifestyle and hit their target weight grad- 
uate from the health club. 

“I want to cry sometimes at how it changed 
my life,” said Lawton, 42, who now works out 
five days a week and has lost 20 pounds since 
joining in October. “My body is responding 
positively to being pushed.” 

Though Americans are joining gyms in 
record numbers— 42.8 million people had 
health club memberships in 2011, according 
to a report by IBIS World— fitness centers 
frequently alienate the very people they could 
help most: the obese. 

While health clubs and gyms are increas- 
ingly focusing on specific populations, includ- 
ing youth athletes and aging baby boomers, 


NOT LOCKED IN 

At Downsize Fitness, consistency and life- 
style changes-especially nutritional ones- 
are emphasized. The fee is $300 a month 
for unlimited access to the gym and classes 
and $25 for a day pass. No one signs a con- 
tract; if members decide they aren’t ready 
to make the commitment, they can cancel 
and come back later. 


the industry often is perceived to cater mostly 
to fit, educated and middle- to upper-class cli- 
ents. Largely ignored is the seemingly obvious 
niche of sedentary and overweight adults. 

Research shows that many workout deter- 
rents apply to overweight and normal-weight 
people alike, including exercising with the op- 
posite sex, using complicated equipment and 
boredom. But heavier gymgoers may want or 
need more emotional support, positive rein- 
forcement and privacy than thinner mem- 
bers. Some research even suggests that gym 
members may feel more comfortable working 
out among people who look like they do. 

Overweight people, for example, feel more 


embarrassed and intimidated about exercis- 
ing around young and fit people than did 
people of normal weight, according to a 2009 
study published in the Journal of Nutrition 
Education and Behavior. 

Heavier adults also are more averse to health 
club salespeople than their thinner counter- 
parts, said study co-author Todd Miller, asso- 
ciate professor of exercise science at George 
Washington University Medical Center. 

Downsize Fitness founder Francis Wis- 
niewski, 38, concurs. “Large clubs make you 
feel on display,” he said. “I’ve been big my 
whole life, and small incidents probably make 
it seem worse than it really is. But at the gym, 
it’s all out there for everyone to see. And I 
know if I’m feeling it, overweight women feel 
it worse.” 

Fitness advertisements for clubs and equip- 
ment long have featured sculpted fitness 
models with dream bodies. But “at this point, 
most people don’t buy it,” Miller said. “They 
know it’s not realistic and don’t think they can 
achieve it. So the fitness industry in a way, is 
its own worst enemy” 

Some health clubs and YMCA facilities 
have tried to change the industry’s reputation 


by marketing success stories of “real people” 
or focusing on families. Crunch Fitness and 
Planet Fitness claim to have “no judgment” 
zones and philosophies. 

Wisniewski questions whether such mea- 
sures are effective. ‘As an overweight person, 
it’s in my head that I’m being judged, whether 
it’s true or not,” he said. “So a slogan on the 
wall isn’t going to matter if I’m working next 
to a 90 -pound woman or a bodybuilder.” 

Wisniewski, a Chicago hedge fund man- 
ager and father of three, opened his “Biggest 
Loser”-style gyms in Chicago and Las Vegas 
after losing 60 pounds by working with a per- 
sonal trainer in his own home. 

He said he’s trying to bring the privacy and 
comfort of a home gym to a small club, where 
members can rely on one another for support 
and motivation, work toward the same goals 
and learn how to make exercise and good nu- 
trition a regular part of their lives. 

“The hardest thing is getting through the 
door,” Lawton said. The club’s first member, 
she became such a regular that she now works 
there as an office assistant. “But now I’m 
moving forward, and there’s no way I’m going 
back.”
